Washington, March 14—In the Uiiit- 
e4 States supreme court today"an opin- 
ion was delivered in the Northern Se- 
curities merger case In favor ol the 
government's contention that the mer- 
ger was illegal 
The opinion of the 
court was handed down- by 
Justice 


Harlan and it upheld the. decree of the 
circuit court ^of Minnesota. Jn every 
particular. 
Four, pf the justices dis- 
sented from the five constituting the 
majority. 


The division In thet«Wt was a dtf- 


feience of opinion as to the? right of 
federal control of state 
corporations. 
The majority opinion proceeded on the 
theoiy that congress has Jhe right un- 
dei the constitution to control Inter- 
state commerce, no matter by whom 
conducted, while the minority or dis- 
senting opinion was based dn 
the 


theory that in the present case the ef- 
fort is to regulate the ownership of 
rallioad stocks by state corporations 
and that such ownership is not inter- 
state traffic 
An effort was made 


by the couit to prevent knowledge of 
the act that the opinion was to be 
rendered today from getting to the 
public but nevertheless Jt was quite 
generally understool among newspaper 
men, 
attorneys'and others for an hour

AH Profits Wiped Out 


Insurance Companies Losers la Decatur This Year 


The lire insurance ,companies have 


something else to do besides pile up 
profits and declare dividends. The man 
who pays foi* the insurance is some- 
times Inclined to think otherwise, He is 
apt to believe that the premium is high 
and that the company 
i». demanding 


more, than the' business Is worth, Any 
agent in the city can tell of the argu- 
ment that Is sometimes necessary to 
put up in order to Induce a. man to. 
take out a policy. He can also tell you 
of a certain class of business men who 
are always looking for something, cheap- 
er than the established rate. Of course 
the accumulation of a big stock of goods 
means added Insurance and the pay- • 
ment of the premium is often one of 
the biggest item* of expense conuecte * 
with a business, It i* therefore not to 
be wondered at 
from the insured'* 


standpoint that he thinks rate*1, ace 
high and that the business, could be 
transacted at a small coat to* him and 
at the same time a profit to the com- 
pany. 


Good Example Her*. 
.' 
At the present time Decatur furn- 
ishes a good example of how insurance 
companies lose the profit of an entire 
year'* business by reason' of one or 
two fires. In U»l* pity the annual prem- 
iums paid to* in surance companies are 
in the neighborhood of 190,000. That 
however, is not the profit on the bus- 
iness for out of that sum there must 
come all the expense Incident to carry- 
ing on the business In this city. One 
of the biggest item* 1* the two per 
cent tax which must be paid to the 
city for the benefit of the fire depart- 
ment. That amount* to about eighteen 
hundred dollar* a year. Thtt tax I* 
collected under a state law and* pre- 
vails In all cities where there are paid, 
fire department*. It doe* not represent 
all of the, expense that the companies 
arc put to in order to take a risk on, 
property.' Out. Of these premium* must 
also come the agent'* comml**lon* 
which vary according to the character, 
ot the risk, from ten to twenty-five 
per cent of the amount of the prem- 
ium. Then there Is the postage which 
is by no means a small Item In itself. 
'After all the expense ha* been fig- 
ured out of th* premium* the com- 
pany take* what i* left It may be 
readily «een that the amount ha* bean 
cut down considerably, before It 1* 
turned over. to the treasury of tot* 
company. 
. 
O» Thf Other Hand, 
Even With alt thl* expense figured 


put the business would be prontable 
arid the dividends would be larger If 
the company never had a fire loss. 
They expect these of course but when 
they happen to be large in one town 
all the profits are wiped out in a few 
hours for that particular town. The 
question of profits on this year's busl- 
faeas in Decatur huts already been set- 
tled. It IB estimated that there Is not 
enough business here for the com- 
panies to save themselves from a loss 
and the year Is not three month* old 
as yet. The chances are that'the busi- 
ness will-be made very much more 
unprofitable before the year Is over 
for all the fires that come • from n*w 
until the first of next year -will be a 
dead loss. The loss on the St. Nicholas 
and on the Race Clothing Company 
were alone sufficient 
to settle the 


question of profit. On tne'ie two losses 
the companies have paid or will pay 
in the neighborhood of sixty thousand 
dollar* and the total amount Of the 
Race loss has not been fully determin- 
ed. Fifty-six thousand dollars has been 
decided on a* covering the loss on the 
stock but the amount on the building 
has not been: adjusted.

stand the remotest show Of making 
a prof It'here during 1904. They know 
on the contrary that' It is out of th*

This 1* Speaking of the busine** in 
the aggregate. Some ot the companies 
hove not been oh the risks that have 
called for payment* of policies and 
will make their usual profit* if they 
are lucky and don't meet with a big 
fire on risk* which they have covered. 
But as a'business in It* entirety It ha* 
been a losing venture. 


Part of th* Business. 
The insurance companes expect these 
thing*, however. Thi* Is not the first 
year that they have lost money in 
Decatur. There have been several oth- 
ers. In ItOl when the Mueller, 1-att 
and Wheeland fire and the C. T. Jobn- 
kton fire* occurred they did not make:

The postoHlce Investigation which 


has been going on for some time un- 
der the direction of Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster 
General Bristow 
has 


reached a point where it has stirred up 
a "hornets' nest," as the saying goes. 
In one of the reports just made pub- 
lic the names of a number of men: hers 
of congress appear as having used 
that Influence (in the postoffice de- 
partment to secure for postofflces in 
their districts additional allowances 
for clerk hire, rent, etc. 
This is re- 


garded by the house of representatives 
as in bad taste and a reflection upon 
the honesty of the members of that 
body and the result is that it almost 
unanimously condemns the course of 
Mr. Bristow 
in 
the matter. 
The 


members, whose names have 
been 


printed In this connection 
have not 


been slow to condemn what they re- 
gard as the over oftlciouenees of the 
fourth 
assistant postmaster general 


and have proceeded to show that the 
concessions alleged to have been made 
to postofflces in their districts were 
justly due to these offices and should 
have been granted by the flepartment 
without their influence as. a matter of 
equity and right and in turn charge 
that unjust discrimination has been in 
•vogue in the department regarding 'so- 
called favors to the smaller offices of 
the country. 
Upon the strength of 


this these congressmen propose a 
sweeping investigation by congress of 
the methods pursued in the1 postoffice 
department. 
Congress ao *far seems 


to be practically a, unit in this move- 
ment. 


On the other hand the explanation 


for Mr. Bristow has been made that 
he never saw the report -over his sig- 
nature and In therefore innocent 
of 


this attack on members of congress. 
This explanation is not accepted as 
satisfactory, but an additional reason 
for an investigation In the manner of 
administering that department. 
It 


la held, and with considerable show of 
reason, that if subordinates are so 
fully entrusted with power that they 
can attack whom they please, even 
members of congress; over the signa- 
ture of their chief and send' it out or 
publish it without his knowledge there 
Is something radically wrong in the 
management of the department, which 
should be radically Corrected. 


What will finally become of this no 


one can now say, but the people who 
have bad experience in transacting 
business with the departments are 
generally of the opinion that a radical 
change toward better business mettioda 
would be for the, good of the service.

Editor Herald.—Inasmuch as we are 
about to pay a great deal of attention 
to the app'earunce of our city, its 
lawns and buildings, it has occurred 
to me, that the 
proper authorities 
might do some effective woik in this 
direction, with the Wabash people I 
refer to the changes the> are about 
to make in the station building. My 
first suggestion would be, that they 
change their architect, if they have 
one. The Interior of the building looks 
tvell, and had it been large enough 
would have been satisfactory to our 
citizens. 
But unfortunately the extei ior is any- 
thing but handsome from any point 
of \lew. It is so low and the roof so 
flat, that Its outlines are not pleasing 
With the same amount of money, an 
artistic architect, would have made a 
handsome and impressive' building of 
it. All their buildings are apparently 
run through the same mold. One only 
needs to look at the station and then 
have a look at the Wabash hospital, 
vThls last building looks as if some old- 
fashioned giant had stepped up to it 
and had mashed the roof down a story 
or two, as one crushes a hat down 
over a man's eyes sometimes The ef- 
fect is low and squatty. In fact, any- 
thing but handsome, when with the 
money expended it could as well have 
been a handsome structure Those who 
still think it is handsome and of the 
proper proportions, should take a look 
at it from the Bast, and note the ef- 
fect of that great portico upon the 
frcnt of the low building, and possibly 
their eyes may receive some architec- 
tural light. 


Now for this, there is unfortunately 
no remedy at present. But with the 
station, the writer hopes It may not be 
too lafte to tone up the exterior during 
this overhauling, and It is to be hoped 
that our Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee or the Mayor may be. able to I 
persuade them to add to the beauty of 
the structure before they give It up.

HOW TO PROW SWEET PEAS. 


Floral Life Gives Advice On a Time- 


ly Subject. 
T 


In the growing of sweet peas too 
much stress cannot be placed upon the 
necessity for early and deep planting 
if vigorous jgrowth and luxuriant bloom 
are desired. 
It is 
an 
advantage, 
though by no means an essential, it 
the trenches are dug In the fall of ine 
ytar, then covered with boards to 
keep the soil in good condition. When 
this precaution has been taken the 
seed may be planted as early as the 
last of February with excellent re- 
sults, for, like its relative, the garden 
pea, It will not be permanently In- 
jured, and only waits the sunshine to 
take up again its work of growing. 
When the digging of the trenches 
as well as planting, has been left for 
spring begin the work as early as the 
weather wiD permit, at the latest by 
the end of March. The trenches should 
be at least one foot in depth, and all 
the better If two feet, to insure the 
roots plenty of protection from the 
heat later on, and deep soil to draw 
upon, for they are gross feeders. 
A 
layer of rioh soil should be put on 
the bottom of the trench, a mixture 
of thoroughly decomposed cow ma- 
nure and good garden earth or otheV 
Hen deep soil, makes a good bedding 
As the plants grow the trench must 
be fillsd w)th the soil until even with 
the surrounding ground.
